Governor Carter will send to the legislature 
today his final rec- 
ommendation 
for the session. 
This is an act providing' for unpaid 
bills, and if it goes through without trouble 
the session may be 
closed on Saturday. 
There is just time for the bill to pass both 
houses this week. 
The only difficulty now in the way of an early 
adjournment is the changes made by the Senate in the salary bill. 
Members of the House announced at the time of tho passage of the 
salary 
bill on three consecutive 
readings, that they were doing it 
only because of the promise that the Senate would do likewise. 
If 
the changes made arc permitted 
to stand, some of the House 
mem- 
bers say they will never agree to the bill in conference. 
They claim 
the right to pass upon the bill as well as the Senate, and having 
waived their privileges, say the Senate should not now change the 
bill. 
The fit st two acts of the session became laws yesterday. 
These 
weie Acts No. i and No. 2 which provide S;,ooo for the expenses of 
the Senate and double the amount for the House. 
Both bills were 
signed by Governor Carter yesterday. 
In the House yesteiday the Republican 
majority 
voted down 
Kupihea's joint resolution 
for a county law commission and then 
straightway adopted one of its own of like tenor. 
The current ex- 
penses 
bill passed second reading, 
and the garbage 
and assessor 
bills were finished up in the House and will go to the Senate today.

pondents from the front. 
These enterprising 
young men, we read 
the Frcmdcnblatt (Vienna), were overjoyed at the prospect of a 
termination 
to their period of impatient idleness at the extteme rear. 
A few of the more favored were actually making for the theater of 
war, and others were to follow. 
But now all permits are revoked 
without a word of warning, and the secrets of Ping Yang, Wonsan, 
and other familiar places remain impenetrable. 
London newspapers arc at no loss to account for all this Japa- 
nese caution. 
The Mikado's 
arc a secretive people, we are 
reminded by the London Times, and they have not yet wholly grasp- 
ed the Western 
idea of discussing one's affairs 
the newspapers. 
The Japanese are well aware of the enormous moral significance of 
a first victory 
a white 
foe, thinks the London Standard, 
and 
they are making that victory certain through the establishment 
of a 
strategic 
zone impassable by war correspondents. 
The St. James' 
Gazette (London) 
seems as expectant 
ever of "a great surprise," 
reflecting credit upon the 
prowess of Great Britain's 
ally, 
while the London News continues 
to wonder 
if flic Russians 
may 
not become victims of some gigantic mystification 
engineered from 
Tokyo. 
Short woik is made of all these hypotheses 
on the continent 
of 
Europe. 
The military expert of the Journal des Debats (Paris) 
re- 
minds us that it is the Japanese 
who arc supposed to suffer from 
delay, and lie speculates 
to whether 
present delay can be of a 
voluntary 
character, 
since Japan 
is said to command the sea. 
The 
Temps 
(Paris) points out that a new 
capable Russian 
comma- 


nder-in-chief 
is hurrying to Manchuria 
to lead the Czar's army, 
and Japan, presumably, may wish to strike 
first blow before his 
appearance upon the scene. 
The Figaro (Paris) considers it certain 
that Japan's fleet sustained 
serious injuries 
before Port Arthur, 
"of which 
the secret was kept," and it infers that the main army, 
is, may have met with misfortunes and obstacles of which 
nothing is revealed. 
And that candid critic, the Frcmdcnblatt (Vien- 
na) suspects Japan of having too promptly taken Russia's measure. 
The inglorious Russia of 'recent watery catastrophes 
is not, we are 
told, to be confounded with the mighty Russia who is now to show 
her superior familiarity 
with continental 
areas. 
These general considerations 
arc strengthened, 
in the opinion of 
our continental 
authorities, 
by the military situation that now pre- 
sents itself on the banks of the Yalu. 
The real cause of the long wait, 
asserts the Figaro, is to be found 
the great superiority 
of Russia 
cavalry combined with 
the 
inferiority 
of 
the 
Japa- 
nese in that arm. 
The Frcmdcnblatt would sum it up in the word 
"Cossack." 
It interprets all reports 
of recent skirmishes 
between 
outposts 
in the region north of Ping Yang 
evidence of Japan's 
inability 
pierce the Cossack line 
least for the

the French paper thinks that Japan's superiority 
in numbers south 
of the Yalu does 
materially affect this situation.

In the Senate the salary bill received from the House passed 
second reading .yesterday, to be read a third time today. 
Some of 
the changes wore radical, such as cutting ?io,ooo olT the Onlut police 
and providing $15,000 to keep the band alive. 
Proposed amendments 
involving a material alteration 
in the registration 
of conveyances, 
in- 
tended to pave the way for ultimate amalgamation 
of the old mode 
of recording land titles with the Torrens system, were, on the other 
hand, abandoned. 
It was ascertained 
from members of the Finance 
Committee, after the Senate adjourned 
for the day, that the bills 
introduced 
for the same purpose would be laid on the table. 
To 
take up such important business at this session might open up an 
interminable 
vista of legislation 
and thus defeat the initial 
under- 
standing that nothing but strictly financial measures 
were to be 
considered.

largely 
lepiesented 
heie, and the 
prevailing 
sentiment 
of such settlers 
upon 
these 
subjects," uie, 
In some lmpoitnnt 
par- 
ticulars, 
Inconsistent 
with 
Anglo-Saxo- n 
Ideas and with the United Stntes 
laws cauylng them out,

The smalt 
small ilrltlsh losses 
In the recent bat- 
tle are accounted for by the fact that 
the Thibetans were so huddled together 
that the majority 
were unable either 
to use their 
swords or 
to fire. 
The 
swordsmen 
In the front rank could not 
reach the 
Sikhs, 
who had fixed 
bay- 
onets, 
while the men In the middle 
of 
the mob could not reach the enemy, but 
many of them 
probably killed 
each 
other 
In the 
mad 
excitement. 
The 
scene 
recalled 
old time fights In cock- 
pits, the grim, determined faces of the 
Thibetans, 
lighted 
with 
devildom 
savagery, expressing contempt for the 
Sikhs,

shouts drew their swords, 
fired their 
matchlocks and surged forward.

Thibetans attacked 
Jlr. 
Candler, the correspondent of the Lon-

two of them at a few ynrds, and 
an- 
other officer killed the other two, thus 
savins 
Mr.

rifle fire, but they did not falter, those 
behind 
springing

slowly and steadily, though followed by 
n hall of bullets. 
A mountain battery
